But this 
wags not the only wrong purposely 
inflicted upon Nanaimo, and uncom- 
plainingly borne by her people. In 
every matter, great or small, she was 
enttbbed, kicked, and “cnt off with a 
shilling’—nay,. without a shilling: of 
the public revenue. Thé.peopla were 
left to educate their children (and for 
children it is a marvellous place) as 
best they could, to build bridges and 
“make streets or do without them, in 
short te be self-supporting in every 
sense, while called upon to contribute 
latgely to the support of their metrop- 
olitan brethren. ‘This was their “ bit- 
ter portion” while governed from Viec- 
toria. But, now that those chains 
which had been forged around them 
are broken, and they have become 
part of British Columbia, the people 
of Nanaimo expect, and they have a 
right to expect, that they will be met 
in, a spirit of fairness, and that, in- 
stead of being trampled down and 
hindered; the new Government will
